SANTIAGO, Chile, May 27 
'(UP)—Hurricane winds sank 
‘the battered trans-Pacific raft 
Tahiti-Nui yesterday: Its five- 
'man crew had drifted nearly 
6000 miles from Tahiti in an 
effort to prove South Pacafic 
islanders once settled the coast 
of Chile. 


The crew of four Frenchmen 
and one Chilean was safe 
aboard the Chilean frigate 
Baquedano, which answered the 
raft’s distress signals last Sun- 
day and took the craft in tow. 

The Tahiti-Nui broke its tow 
cable and went down 240 miles 
from Chile’s mid-Pacific Juan 
Fernandez island. The expedi- 
tion’s leader, French scientist 
Eric de Bisschops, had hoped 
to repair the raft there and fin- 
ish the voyage to Chile’s main 
port of Valparaiso.

Would Amend Taft-Hartley. 


Goldwater testified in favor | 


of a bill of his own which 
would amend the Taft-Hartley 
law to provide that United 
States district courts could 
name additional trustees to the 
Management of funds jointly 
administered by unions and em- 
ployers to keep an eye on how 
these representatives carried 
out their functions. About 8 
per cent of the funds in welfare 
and pension trusts are admin- 
istered jointly.

into areas of distribution for purposes of establishing the price of 
milk, 


(g) No one will be forced to pay more for milk because of House Bill 288. 


The substance of H.B. 288 is that a milk seller may not sell 
his milk below cost at any one locality unless he sells his milk at 
the same below-cost price in all localities in which he does busi- 
ness throughout the state. There is nothing in the bill to keep any 
milk seller from selling at any price he sees fit, even below cost, 
providing he does not discriminate between localities. 


Certain large dairies have been engaging in below-cost sell- 
ing in certain localities while at the same time continuing to sell 
at high prices in other localities. At times the price at which milk 
is sold is less than what it costs as raw milk from the farmer. The 
large dairy can lose several hundred dollars a day at one loca- 
tion, offsetting this loss by the profits gained in other locations 


where higher prices are being charged. This is the evil which H. 
B. 288 seeks to stamp out. 


It is an evil because it tends to create a monopoly. A local 
independent dairy cannot meet this unfair competition because 
it has only one market area. The practice leads to the destruc- 
tion of local dairies. Imagine how high milk prices would go if 
the independents were driven out of business and all milk came 
from one or two dairies, unfettered by regulations:

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WEEKS ASSALLS 


WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP) 
—Secretary of Commerce Sin- 
clair Weeks today assailed those | 
he called “budget butchers, | 

whose latest proposals go far 
beyond sound economy and 
now threaten progress and 
peace.” ' 

The question, he told a busi- 
ness convention here, is “which 
do you value most, your money | 
or your life?” 

In a speech prepared for the 
convention of the National As- 
sociation of Electrical Distrib- 
utors. Weeks also asked this 
quéstion: 

“What do critics (of the 
Eisenhower budget) hope to 
accomplish? To save dollars by 
meat-axing the budget?” 

Then he asked: 

“Save money for what? Save 
money to feather their own 
nest at the expense of national 
security? Save money at the 
risk of losing the cold war? 
Save money by undermining 
our own national strength in 
this most critical year when the 
horror of war and the hope of 
peace hang in the balance? 

“Members of Congress appre- 
ciate their responsibility to the 
nation in respect to national se- 
curity. But if irresponsible 
clamor pressures enough of 
them into voting to sabotage 
our defense and mutual security 
program, the resulting weak- 
ness might tempt Communism 
to try to devour the newer na- 
tions of the free world. Even- 
tually it might even invite H- 
bomb attacks upon the fac- 
tories, offices and homes of 
America.” 

This is no time, Weeks as- 
serted, to “run out on Presi- 
dent Eisenhower.” 

“Run where and to whom?” 
Weeks asked. “The President 
is the best friend both business 
and labor have had in our time. 
Under his leadership business 
has hired more workers, sold 
more goods, made more money | 
for profits and capital invest- 
ment than ever before.” 

Weeks conceded the desira- 
bility of a tax cut but said, | 
“Certainly you want no tax re- 
duction until the surplus is | 
larger and more is paid down | 
on the national debt.”

Congress reacted with hostil- | 
ity and apathy to President | 
Eisenhower's request for power 
to veto specific items in ap- 
propriations bills. 

In Mr. Eisenhower's view it 
is “a simple way to save a lot 
of money.” But Congressmen | 
assailed it as a dangerous pro- 
posal that would permit an al- 
ready powerful executive to 
“frustrate” the will of Congress 
on important matters of national 
policy. 

The conflict developed when 
Treasury Secretary George M. 
Humphrey and Budget Bureau | 
Director Percival F. Brundage | 
appeared before a House judici- 
ary subcommittee to open a new 
fight for the presidential “item | 
veto.” They called it an “effec- 
tive tool for economy.” 

But only two members of the 
seven-man subcommittee—both 
Democrats—showed up for the 
hearing and both of them 
assailed the proposal. 

“The President could strike 
out approprig@ions for the TVA 
(Tennessee Valley Authority) or | 
the REA (Rural Electrification | 
Administration; and thus over- | 
turn congressional policy,” sub- | 
committee chairman Edwin E. 
Willis (Dem.), Louisiana, com- 
plained, 

“Yes, that’s right,”” Humphrey 
acknowledged, but he quickly 
added that Congress still could 
override the veto by a two-” 
thirds vote in the House and 

enate. 

Willis and Representative 
Jack Brooks (Dem.), Louisiana, 
replied that there would be lit- 
tle chance of overriding a veto | 
on individual items. Moreover, | 
they said, the proposal would 
give the President power equiv- | 
alent to almost two-third of the | 
membership of Congress. 

All but eight states authorize 
their Governors to veto indi- 
vidual appropriation items in- 
serted by the Legislature in 
their budgets.

U. S. Has Planes Ready for 
Possible Inspection System. 
WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP) 

—The United States has several 

hundred specially-equipped jet 

Planes and trained crews ready 

to take part on short notice in 

any. aerial inspection system 
that might be worked out be- 
tween this country and Russia. 
The possibility of easing world 
tensions through mutual aerial 
inspection is being explored in 
disarmament talks which re- 
sumed in London today. 
Information available showed 


have a fleet of reconnaissance 
planes equipped with cameras 
and: radar for ground observa- 
tion. 

Airmen pointed out that -be- 
cause the proposed aerial in- 
spection is almost precisely the 
type of mission for which the 
planes were designed, the air- 
craft and crews would be ready 
to go to work on short notice. 
Detailed planning would he 
needed, however, to decide the 
fields from which the planes 
would operate, the corridors 
through which they would en- 
ter inspection zones and other 
factors. 

The actual job of photograph- 
ing even the vast areas of Rus- 
sia or the United States prob- 
ably could be done in a few 
weeks. 

As an example, authorities 
say their strip 2700 miles long 
and 490 miles wide, reaching’ 
from New York to Los Angeles, 
could be recorded on film in 
less than four hours. High-. 
altitude, broad-range photos 
would be augmented by de- 
tailed pictures, made either at 
low altitude or hy long focal 
length cameras at high altitu 
Such photos can show pl 
on the ground, allowing them 
to be identified by types and 
numbers, entrances to under- 
ground installations, any 
structures above the ground 
and other features. 

Under an inspection system, 
the photo reconnaissance job 
would be a continuing one, how- 
ever. The same areas would be 
photographed periodically to re- 
veal any ground activity of a 
military nature, such as unusual 
concentrations of materials or 
the construction of new bases.

Decision for St. Louis 
The St. Louis metropolitan area seems to have 
reached an economic crossroads of far-reaching 
significance to everyone who makes his home 
here. On the one hand it could continue as one 
of the great, prosperous communities of the 
nation. On the other it could head downhill 
toward stagnation and second-class status. 


As is clear from Staff Correspondent Harry 


Wilensky’s report in Sunday’s Post-Dispatch— 
the first of a series—the question of this area’s 
economic future has now become a matter of 
substantial concern, and for good reason. If 


St. Louis is not actually falling behind those 


metropolitan areas with which it must compete, 
it certainly is not growing as rapidly as it 
ought to. 

St. Louis sits in the center of the so-called 
Mid-America region, nine states that are pre- 
dominantly agricultural and which have failed 
to keep pace with the economic growth of the 
nation as a whole. Missouri itself has indus 
trialized at a much slower pace than the rest 
of the country. 

And according to the Metropolitan St. Louis 
Survey, “Barring an unforeseen change in the 
economic life of its region, the St. Louis hetro- 
politan area must surmount the depressing 
effect of comparative regional decline if it 


is to remain a great community where people .- 


prosper.” 

* 7 . 

St. Louis enjoys great natural advantages 
over many of its metropolitan competitors. It 
has plenty of water, abundant power and fuel 
and, because of its strategic central location it 
is a rail, highway, air and communications cen- 
ter. Especially with those latter advantages it 
ought to be a tremendous distribution center. 

Oddly enough, however, St. Louis’s most wide- 
ly advertised economic losses have been in the 
distribution field. The long, low warehouses 
that are essential to competitive warehousing 
techniques are being thrown up in flat spaces 
at Chicago, Kansas City and Memphis—not St. 
Louis. In part, at least, this may be because 
managefs in those areas were more alert to the 
needs of the times. 

One thing appears to be certain. The day of 
the multi-floored loft building is over in so far 
as a great many industrial operations are con- 
cerned. St. Louis is handicapped with a substan- 
tial amount of this kind of obsolete plant. An- 
other handicap is the shortage of industrial 
acreage, especially within the core city. Modern 
industrial practice requires acres and acres of 
space and St. Louis just doés not have it pending 
redevelopment of some of its older areas. 

- * * 

The failure of the Missouri Legislature to give 
the Bi-State Development Agency power to func 
tion at full capacity also has hurt this area, Bi- 
State is probably the only agency in the whole 
metropolitan district that can develop the Co- 
lumbia Bottoms site for industrial use. The 
Bottoms is one of the area’s greatest possibilities 
for new industry and new payrolls. 

Another handicap has been the planning dif- 
ficulties that have been endemic in St. Louis 
county. The county possesses the flat, vacant 
ground at relatively reasonable prices that is 
attractive to new industry, or to existing indus- 
try that needs room for expansion. 

“The county sorely needs the tax values that 
industry would bring. But little real effort to 
attract industry has been made, in large measure 
perhaps because of the mistaken belief that the 
whole county could be kept residential. 

Acreage in controlled areas along the new 
radial expressways in the county, a8 well as 
close to the proposed new circumferential ex- 
pressway, might very well be susceptible to in- 
dustrial use. Properly insulated from nearby 
residential areas, these industrial parks would 
provide payrolls and the tax base to support 
first-class community services. The whole metro- 
politan district needs more of both if it is te 
keep pace with its competitors. 


Adenauer and Disarmament 

German Chancellor Konrad Adenauer is visit- 
ing President Bisenhower for “the enri¢hment 
of his agricultural knowledge” and—so he must 
hope—for the improvement of his chances in 
next September's voting. Dr. Adéfauer hes ad- 
vocated close association With the United States 
as the best polity for post-wat Gérmany. This 
is dramatized by his latest trip to Washington 
and Gettysburg. So the trip is & politécdl end 
in itself. 

The Chancellor, however, undoubtedly is go 
ing overt almost all p@hding problems with the 
President and other members of the Administra 
ticn. What is disturbing is the report that he 
wants the West to “go slow” On a disarmamént 
agreement with the Soviet Union lest this im 
pair prospécts for Germah réunification, the 
No. 1 issue in German pdélities, If these re- 
ports correctly reflect his thinking, it is difficult 
to follow his l6gic. ; 

A disarmanent agreement would reduce world 
tensions, instead Of aggravating them, afid that 
ought to make it eaéier, not hardéf, to taékle the 
problem of German ufification. We trust théfe- 
fore that Dr. Adénauer is 4s much for disarm- 
ament as anybody. Certainly the West ¢annot 
agree that theré is any ¢énflict between a lim- 
ited disarmament tréaty and the best interests 
of West Gérmany.

What with all the talk of utting the budget,

The expefisivé addition was offered by Seétia- 
tor Francis Case, South Dakota Republican, who 
made it plain that he was responding to préssure 
from thé states for more highway help. Senator 
Case said hé thought thé ektra 7000 miles would 
take café of most of thé justified applications 
for more mileage. 

Somehow we doubt that the Case addition will 
evér get through Congress. It is niéé to maké a 
gesturé for the ever-demanding states, but leg- 
islatérs who talk so constantly of 
and budget-cutting can hafdly justify such addi- 
tional spending on highways. This is particular. 
ly true when very few miles of the 41,000-mile 
project have been built. The wise course is to 
coristruct the mileage already planned, and then 
to see Whether more is needed. 


Mr. Kishi Begins His Asian Tout 


Japai’s néw premier, Nobtisuke Kishi, néw 
making a six-nation tour to mend Tokyo's fences 
in Asia, gives every évidéence of being A very 
frank maf. He has stated that he hopes to ton- 
vinee the nations he is Visiting that Japan wants 
to be a friendly partner. That is no small task 
sinte Japan fought or occupied all the nations 
on his tour schedule—India, Pakistan, Burma, 
Thailand, Nationalist China and Ceylon. 

No doubt hé also is seeking to rémove the 
widespread impression in these countries that

Japan is still under the thumb of the United 
States. And since he is coming to Washington 
in June it is likely that he then may seek to take 
steps there that will prove Japan is free. And 
yet at the same time it appears certain that he 


will ask Washington for financial aid in estab 


lishing better trade relations throughout South- 
east Asia. It has been a long time since a Mpa- 
nese diplomat has been in a more sensitive posi- 
tion than Mr. Kishi. :

Republican R omas B. Curtis 
of Webster Groves is to be commended for elicit- 
ing from Secretary of the Treasury Humphrey 
tHe statement that he does not object to a con- 
gressional review of the tax depletion allow- 
ance for oil, gas and minerals. 

Mr. Humphrey said earlier that he did not be- 
lieve that the depletion allowance favors one 
group of taxpayers over others. And he still 
believes it is “carrying out our general national 
purpose.” This makes him the first Secretary of 
the Treasury in decades who has not urged at 
least a reduction in the rate of the oil depletion 
allowance. 

This provision is perhaps the most contro- 
verted one in the federal revenue laws. What 
is disputed is not so much the principle of rec- 
ognizing the eventual exhaustion of natural re- 
sources as the rate of the allowance—2744 per 
cent in the case of oll—and its applicability to 
corporate income only remotely associated with 
these resources. Time and again—most recently 
in connection with the proffered $2500 campaign 
contribution to Senator Francis Case of 
Dakota—figures have been cited which tend to 
show that certain oil companies have paid dis- 
proportionately low tax bills. 

With the Government hard pressed for in- 
come, it is time for a thorough and fair ap- 
praisal of this situation and of other exceptional 
features of the tax laws, too. It has been pointed 
out time and again that an inordinately large 
part of the national income is not taxed. In this, 
there is the danger of a growing disrespect for 
the tax laws. In its correction, there is the possi- 
bility of both a reduction in tax rates and an 
increase in federal income. 

Since President Eisenhower himself has said 
that some “rich men” may be taking unfair ad- 
vantage of the oil depletion allowance, this is a 
good place to begin a study of the tax structure. 
Mr. Curtis may well be right in saying: “This 
is undoubtedly an area where the Treasury can 
gain revenue and at the same time equalize our 
tax laws.” 


New Tune for Dave Beck 

Dave Beck's announced decision not to run 
for reelection as president of the Teamsters 
Union should be read in the context of the arro- 
gance with which only a ‘few weeks ago he was 
declaring that of course he would run. 

The difference between the temper of the jwo 
statements is a measure of the decline in Dave 
Beck's fortunes since the revelations of the 
McClellan committee convinced first the public 
and then an increasing number of union mem- 
bers that Beck was no fit person to head the 
Teamsters. 

Beck still ought to face the music, however. 
His announcement should not be permitted to 
interfere with the movement within the wfion 
for an executive board méeting soon, at which 
Beck's resignation would be accepted. 

From start to finish, Beck's conduct has been 
that of a man determined ®& brazen out the 
criticism of him just as long as possible. If he 
now offers not to run for re-election, it is only 
because he has lost the power to do otherwise. 
The sameé reasons whieh force that decision 
upon Kim force the exécutive board to require 
his resignation without waiting for the con- 
vention in September. 

It is important that the board should do this 
because, unless it does, the Teamsters will have 
COhfessed theif inability to Géan their own 
house. For the fututé good of the Teamsters 
and the labor movement in général, thé record 
Milist show, not that Dave Beck “voluntarily” 
stepped down as président, but that hée was 
thrown out at the demand of afi outraged mem- 
béfship for the abuse of his trust.

The Federal Communications. Act 
outlaws the use of wire-tapping evi- 
dence in federal courts. 

The New York State law permits 
gathering evidefice by Wire-tapping.

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Most Foods Customarily 
Served at Barbecues 
in Moderate Bracket 
and Good Supply.

HANCES are that you won't 
C rec much help with your 

marketing this week, 
along 
what they want for their fam- 
flies with less thought to penny- 
saving than at other times. 
After all, you can scrimp a lit- 
tle for a few weeks before or

cause when a holiday comes — 
most homemakers buy ,; 


after the big day if necessary— be 


and when there is a chance for 
the whole family to share in 
the fun of a barbecue it is wise 
to make tlie most of it. 


Not that you will have to 
wreck the budget for the Me- 
moria] day feast; far from it. 
Fact is, most foods customarily 
served at cook-outs are the 
very ones which usually come 
in the “budget buy” category» 
Our only point is that if a few 
extras will make the meal a 
very special one it may be 
money well spent. 


Each family has its own pref- 
erence when it comes to the 
ten de resistance at the bar- 

ue pit. Hot dogs and ham- 
burgers have become almost 
traditional—and certainly with 
good reason. It is a happ 
coincidence that such favorite 
also are among the thriftiest 
of meats. 

Broiler chickens are a barbe- 
cue bonanza—and don’t forget 
chicken livers for skish kabob. 
New in St. Louis is an item 
that is the last word for those 
who want a barbecue the easy 
way—a frozen barbecued chick- 
en, no less. 

Turkey is such an outstand- 
ing value that it is featuréd in 
the Menu of the Week. Bacon 
and ham both fit right into the 
backyard picture—and just try 
to find anything better than a 

rk steak cooked over glow- 
ng. coals. 

There are those who insist 
that, fish is at its best when 
cooked out of doors; and this is 
one time when lamb comes into 
its own for skewer cookery. 
Spareribs aren’t bargain priced 
but neither are they out of 
sight, and supplies are ample. 

Those who feel that a barbe- 
cue isn’t a barbecue without 
steak can have a field day with 
the excellent. beef now in local 
markets (see story on this page 
for thrifty idea about using a 
rib roast for this purpose). 

For That Salad Bowl. 

You will be wise to choose 
homegrown leaf lettuce as the 
base for that big, crisp salad 
bowl that is a “must” at a 
barbecue. It really is ‘delicious 
and is the least expensive salad 
green right now since western 
iceberg is variable in quality 
and endive, escarole and Bibb 
are a little scarce. Incidentally, 
cabbage for cole slaw is slight- 
ly higher. 

It would seem that we will 
have more tomatoes than we 
have had lately, which should 
keep prices moderate. However, 
this situation may not last long, 
due to serious rain damage to 
the northeastern Texas crop. 
Cuoumbers for that salad bowl 
will be moderately priced; large 
green peppers are high but the 
small ones aren’t out of reach. 
Onions also are in the moderate 
bracket — including some of

T’S a man’s world, this world 
i of out-of-door cookery — and 
the women are pretty happy 
about the whole thing. Let’s 
admit it; it takes a man to pre- 
side properly over a barbecue. 
He gives the ritual a certain 
primeval flourish. Glowing coals, 
sauce-drenched meat, intent 
care to taste, watch, daub, turn, 
then serve with a flourish. There 
is a ritual to all of this, and it 
takes a masculine tquch. 

A recent survey showed that 
84 per cent of all American 
families eat some of their meals 
out-of-doors during the year; 


55 per cent of all families pre- ° 


pare a meal under skies one to 
three times a month, 19 per cent 
four to six times a month, and 
five per cent more than 10 times 
a month, That, of course, is on 
a national level; although no 
official figures are at hand, it 
seems a safe bet that the St. 


Louis area might well be above 


the general average. 


Why is this urge to barbecue 
so universal? Many reasons have 
been advanced; an escape from 
present-day tensions; the crea- 
tive outlet; the deep-seated 
tribal instinct to cook food over 
a live fire. Whatever ft is, it 
obviously is here to stay. 


Serious Business. 


The man who holds forth at 
the barbecue pit takes the 
whole business pretty seriously. 
He takes no chances with the 
kind and quality of meats; no 
risk of less than prefection must

daubing brush. And he will up- 
hold the superiority of his pet 
barbecue recipes with the same 
vehemence that he defends his 
political views. 


The hostess is a necessity, of 
course, but if she is smart she 
will remain in the background 
to all of the showmanship of the 
king of the barbecue. Hers is 
the role of planner, provider, 
and applauder. Let him have 
his hour of glory (after all, 
isn’t she dodging a lot of 
work?) 

The ritual begins with start- 
ing the fire. And this is a highly 
controversial matter, with each 
confirmer barbecuer having his 
own “tested” method, involving 
countless combinations of paper, 
kindling and quantities of light- 
er fluid and briquets. Brand- 
new is a simple idea for starting 
a barbecue fire; a dust-proof, 
sealed package of charcoal bri- 
quets made out of molded wood 
pulp which is virtually self-start- 
ing. The chef needs one match; 
the match lights the box, the box 
burns at just the right speed to 
ignite the charcoal evenly and 
in about 20 minutes there is a 
bed of glowing coals. 

Keep Menu Simple. 

In planning a barbecue menu, 
it is wise to avoid complicated 
dishes. Simplicity should be the 
keynote. But do have plenty of 
food: fresh air does some fab- 
ulous things to appetites. 


In addition to meat.or fowl 
the menu should include Salad, 
beverage, bread or rolls and 
dessert. And do have some kind 
of “nibbling” foods on hand to 
keep the kibitzers happy while 
the chef works his wonders.

tory dessert. Or choose some- 
thing with its own container —

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fruit, tarts, ice cream cones or 
melons. 


To save clean-up use dispos- 
able plates, paper cups, paper 
napkins and paper towels. But 
there is nothing second-rate 
about this kind of table service; 
paper containers come in such 
a wide variety of patterns these 
days that an out-of-door table 
setting can be worked out quite 
as attractively as one indoors. 


It is important that the bar- 
becue grill be set at a com- 
fortable working height. It may 
be an elaborate contrivance cost- 
several hundred dollars, or it 
may be one of the inexpensive 
portable ones. 


When the fire is ready, light- 
ly grease the grill to prevent 
meat from sticking and tearing 
(a piece of fat trimming on a bar- 
becue fork is fine for this) and 
set it about four inches from 
the coals. The distance between 
the fire and the food regulates 
the speed of cooking — near for 
searing and charring, far for 
slower broiling and well-done 
orders. A good medium distance 
is four inches. If the grill isn’t 
adjustable, more or less sand 
underneath the coals will do the 
trick. 


With steaks, ham slices and 
chops it is well before broiling 
to slit the fat at intervals 
around the edges to prevent 
curling. Excess fat on any meat 
should be removed as the drip- 
pings will cause undue flare- 
ups. Initial flame to sear in the 
meat juices is desirable but con- 
tinued blazing will over-char. To 
put out blazes that do occur 
without soaking the coals, use 
a clothes sprinkler or toss in 
drops of water by hand. 


Many chefs. prefer thicker 
cuts of steaks, about two to 


three Inches, so that cooking is 
more easily controlled and de- 
sired portions: may be sliced 
from the same piece. Always 
use tongs for turning steaks; a 
fork puntures the meat and per- 
mits juices to escape. 

What to Cook? 

What to cook? For the am- 
ateur, ground beef is a good 
choice. It should not be too 
lean. or it will crumble and fall 
through the grill uness a bind- 
er is used to hold it together. 
(A beaten egg may solve the 


problem). Steaks should be of ° 


top quality, well marbled with 
fat and fine in grain. 

Mosf varieties of fowl are 
usually dry and so take careful 
handling. Some chefs like to 
marinate them in an oil-base 
mixture and then baste often 
during the roasting period. When 
broiling half of a fowl, turn 
skin-down so that the flesh will 
sear an capture the juices. 


Fish, like fowl, are short on 
fat and should be wrapped with 
some fat in aluminum foil to 
keep them juicy. 

Lamb is a tender meat and 
small cubes from the leg or 
shoulder are ideal for most 
shish-kabob recipes. 

The processed forms of pork 
(bacon sausage and cooked 
hams) require only a brief cook- 
ing time. Because it contains 
considerable fat, pork should 
be cooked over a low fire. 

After all, there will be plenty 
of time in the months ahead to 
try just about any and every- 
thing that can be cooked over 
a fire. And whatever the choice 
may be one thing is sure — it 
will taste mighty fine out there 
in your own backyard, so here's 
to a happy barbecueing season 
ahead,

Select a small size turkey 
from four to eight pounds. Cut 
into quarters.

The breast pieces will cook in 
the same length of time as the 
thighs and drumsticks. Over a 
good bed of coals (no flame), 
the quartered or cut-up turkey 
will be tender in approximately 
one and one-half to two hours.

Foods cooked out-of-doors 
usually can be more highly sea- 
soned than those prepared for 
other meals; there seems to be 
something about the fresh air 
that makes a little extra zip 
and tang welcome. Seasoning 
salts such as garlic salt, savor 
salt (a blend of salt, herbs and 
monosodium glutamate), celery 
salt and onion salt work a bit 
of magic at the barbecue pit, 
Try garlic salt on these steaks; 
celery salt on the roasted corn; 
onion salt in the tossed green 
salad; savor salt on the potatoes 
cooked in foil, 

And for the sauce for those 
steaks shown above, here is a 
flavorful blend: 

Barbecued Steak Sauce, 


Two-thirds cup water. 

One-half teaspoon dry mus- 
tard. 

One cup tomato juice. 

Two-thirds Cup vinegar. 

One and one-half tablespoons 
butter and margarine. 

One tablespoon worcester- 
shire sauce. 

One-fourth cup pepper flakes. 

One teaspoon paprika. 

One teaspoon garlic salt. 

One-fourth teaspoon black 
pepper. 

Combine in sauce pan and 
simmer 10 minutes. Yield: Two 
cups. Grill steak over coals. 
Brush with barbecue sauce as 
steak cooks. Serve with re- 
maining sauce. 

The ready-cut steaks most 
popular for broiling include 
club steak, T-bone steak, por- 
terhouse steak and _£ sirloin 
steak. But a rib roast also is 
suitable for the barbecue menu, 
and can save you money, like 
this: 


The first five ribs of a 
beef rib roast contain . the 
‘tender eye muscle. This round

Have the rib ends sawed off for 
a braised indoor dinner and 
follow one of these methods 
for taking the tender section 
out-of-doors. 

If the chine bone has not 
been removed, have this done 
before leaving the store. It is 
then a simple matter to cut the 
rib steaks at least one inch 
thick, leaving the bone on.

HUNGARY TO SI 
RUSSIANS TODAY 


BUDAPEST, May 27 (AP)— 
Soviet Defense Minister Georgi 
Zhukov and Foreign Minister 
' Andrei Gromyko arrived today 
(to sign a pact on the future 
,of Soviet forces “temporarily” 
stationed in Communist Hun- 


| gary. 

These are the troops who put 
down last fall's anti-Russian re- 
volt. 


Hungarian Foreign Ministry 
officials said the signing would 
take place later today and 
would be celebrated by a big 
reception tonight in Buda- 
pest’s Parliament building. Rus- 
sian experts have been in Buda- 
pest working on the draft of 
the treaty since the end of last 
week. ' 


The basis for the troop agree- 
ment was worked out at a con- 
ference of Soviet and Hungarian 
Communist leaders in Moscow 
in March. A declaration signed 
then provided for the continued 
presence of the Russian army 
in Hungary “for preserving the 
freedom and independence of 
the Hungarian state (and) abol- 
ishing the threat of future war 
being created im the heart of 
Europe.” 

Withdrawal of Russian troops 
was one of the chief demands 
of the Hungarian rebels. Pre- 
mier Janos Kadar’s government, 
which was put in office when 
the Russians intervened in the 
rebellion, hinted at first that 
the Soviet troops might be 
withdrawn “after order is re- 
stored.” Minister of State 
Gyoergy Marosan ruled out any 
such hope on March 24, saying: 


“Soviet troops will remain in 
Hungary as long as American

in Europe.” 

Russia in recent months has 
signed similar troop agree- 
ments with Poland, East Ger- 
many and Romania,

Injuries to the teeth of chil- 
dren require the services of a 
dentist and immediate observa-

“Even if there is no evidence 
of fracture, there may be dam- 
age to the dental pulp, the root 
of the tooth or supporting tis- 
sues,” Dr. McDonald said.

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KNOWLAND ASKS 
FOR ATOM PACT 
WITH LOOPHOLE 


WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP) 
~— Senator William F. Knowland 
(Rep.) of California, said today 
he was studying a _ possible 
reservation by which the United 
States could withdraw from the 
proposed international atomic 
energy agency whenever it 
chose. 

Knowland, the Senate Repub- 
lican leader, told newsmen he 
has asked the State Department 
to suggest language which 
would clarify the right of 
United States withdrawal if the 
agency charter is changed in 
the future without American 
approval. 

The treaty, now in the hands 
of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, would set up a 
world agency to distribute 
atomic materials and informa- 
tion in line with President 
Eisenhower's “atoms for peace” 
proposals. 

Under the treaty, any nation 
which ratified it could with- 
draw after five years. However, 
the agency charter can be 
changed by a two-thirds vote of 
its proposed membership of 80 
nations. , 

Knowland said he does not 
regard it as clear whether a 
nation still would be bound to 
membership in the first five 
years even if the charter were 
changed in a way it did not 
approve. Beyond that, he said 
there was no plain provision for 
automatic withdrawal by the 
United States if the Senate re- 
fused to ratify a future change 
in the treaty. 

Study of Possibilities. 

He said: 

“TI have suggested that the 
Administration explore the pos- 
sibility of attaching a reserva- 
tion, an understanding or some 
other type of legislative action 
which would make it clear in 
the event the treaty is ratified 
by the Senate and it should be 
amended without our approval, 
we could withdraw either by 
executive action or by a resolu- 
tion passed by both houses of 
Congress.”

BUDAPEST, May 27 (APihu- 
Hungary has told the United 
States it must cut by more 
than a third the size of its staff 
at the Budapest legation, where 
Cardinal Josef Mindszenty has 
been in refuge for the last six 
months. 

A note was delivered to Unit- 
er States Charge d'Affaires N. 
Spencer Barnes Saturday, just 
as the Hungarian Foreign Min- 
istry was complaining to for- 
eign newsmen about the “harsh- 
/manner” in which the legation 
‘carries out United States for- 
‘eign policy. Foreign Ministry 
spokesman Laszlo Gyaros la- 
mented the fect that American 
diplomats had boycotted a cere- 
mony in henor of United States 
dead in World War II and a 
commemoration of the 150th 
birthday of American Poet 
Henry Wadsworth ellow. 

Informants said Hun- 
garian note pointed out that in 
the last six months—since Rus- 
sia crushed Hungary's rebel- 
lion—the Americans have stayed 
strictly away from official con- 
tacts with Hungarians. Other 
western legations have main- 
tained a similar boycott, but 
the United States was singled 


out. 

The United States has the 
largest mission in Budapest of 
any country except Russia. 
There are 21 names on the 
United States diplomatic list, 
and 13 Americans consi 
non-diplomatic personnel. These 
include Marine eS who 
serve in civilian clothes. Hun- 
gary’s mission in Washington is 
considerably smaller. Of the 21 
American diplomats, nine will 
have to leave in the next six 
weeks, and so will four of the 
non-diplomats. 

The cut will mean an extra 
burden on the diplomats. A re- 
sponsible American official is 
always in the building, so he 
will be able to act as an official

URING my first two years 
[cr blindness, I had learned 

Braille, become a successful 
livestock breeder and had be- 
gun giving lectures. But there 
were many gaps in my educa- 
tion. A blind person must learn 
a whole new way of life. He 
must develop countless skills. 
I was still learning them, after 
10 years, when I regained my 


The year 1949 was a turning 
peint in my life. Friends urged 
me to go to New Orleans and 
study with a noted teacher for 
the blind, Miss Sadie Jacobs: 
A short, energetic woman, blind 
since birth, Sadie went over me 
with a fine-tooth comb. She 
spoke always in a half-shout. 
My cane was too big, too heavy. 

‘You'll ruin nice people’s 
coffee tables with it, nice boy,” 
she exclaimed. She gave me a 
light one and taught me to lis- 
ten for echoes struck by the 
metal ferule. “But don’t beat 
the floor with it,” she said. 
“Here, just tap it lightly.” 

Between lessons in advance 
Braille and music Braille, she 
had me walk the streets of the 
French Quarter alone until I 
could judge traffic by the 
sound, until I had learned to 
tell by the cane’s echo how far 
I was from a wall or when I 
passed an open area. She 
taught me to use a loud-ticking 
clock in my room to orient my- 
self, and countless other things. 

But most importantly and 
delicately of all, she taught me 
to get rid of the “blind look.” 
The blind rarely look at the 
person speaking to them. We 
tend to keep our head rigid, 
and to hold it too high, as 
though we were staring at the 
skies. We do this unconsciously. 
In blind circles, this is rather 
brutally called “the dumb look.” 

“Aim your face directly at 
the person’s voice,” she ex- 


plained. “Animate your face, 
show expressions. Move your 
head frequently. Remember, 


nice boy—to th you are not 
only John Howard Griffin, you 
are a symbol of all the blind 
people in the world. They will 
judge the other blind by you. 
You will have succeeded when 
you can make people forget that 
you are blind.” 

At heart I was sensitive about 
the word “blind.” I hated all it 
meant. If it came on the radio, 
I would quickly turn to another 
station. I disliked discussing it 
with sighted people. She taught 
me to say the word without 
blushing or wincing or feeling 
ashamed as in the past. 

She made a great change in 
my life. I was no longer hesi- 
tant about going out in public. 
I returned to my farm greatly 
freed from the restraints of 
blindness. And after learning 
to walk in the French Quarter, 
it was a simple matter to get 
around in less complicated 
cities. 

Then a second great change 
occurred. Some friends , intro- 

duced me to John Mason Brown, 
the noted literary critic. We 
talked for a long time, and then 
he told me I must write. 
“Get plenty of paper and 
write books,” he said. 

The next day I took our type- 
writer out to the freedom of the 
barn at our farm at Mansfield, 
Tex. I cleared off a corner of 
an old table and began to write 
a book. After my long rest from 
intellectual work, the writing 
fascinated me.

I wondered if 


this might be my true vocation, 
so casually stumbled upon. All 
of my past studies, my entire 
life seemed only a preparation 
for those long lonely days when 
I poured out pages of a first 
novel. 

The room was unheated. I 
sat with a quilt wrapped around 
my legs, surrounded by odors 
of wheat, corn and hay. In the 
other half of the barn, cows, 
chickens and geese reminded 
me constantly of their presence. 
Soon I moved a cot into the 
barn and lived there day and 
night. At the edge of the 
woods, I led a solitary life 
— my animals. I still work 
ther 

That first book, “The Devil 
Rides Outside,” astonished me 
by attracting wide attention. It 
sold all over the world and re- 
ceived high honors. Suddenly 
I was considered seriously as 
an author. National magazines 
wrote about me. I visited New 
York and was welcomed into 
the world of publishers. I had 
found my place. 

The world seemed secure. 
My second novel was well under 
way. I felt 1 could marry with- 
out doing any injustice to the 
girl who would be my wife. In 
June of 1953 we were married. 
We took an abandoned chicken 
house, put in brick floors, a 
large fireplace and converted it 
into a comfortable home. 

We planned to bring, my sec- 
ond novel, “Nuni,” out within 
the year. I was engaged for 
a lecture tour in: Canada and 
the United States. I worked 
on my book and began prepar- 
ing my lectures on “The Psy- 
chology of Blindness” and “The 
History of Church Music” for 
the Christian Culture series. 
Each morning I would go to my 
barn and work all day. 

A month after our marriage, 
I fell and shattered my should- 
er. In the hospital, they dis- 
covered I had diabetes of a 
type difficult to control, It was 
the beginning of another down- 
grading, of long illness and 
finally of partial paralysis un- 
til there appeared little hope 
for my future, 

- — — 

HEN our daughter was 

born, I went to the hospital 

in a wheel chair. During 
that time, we forgot everything 
except the supreme joy of hav- 
ing our child. One of the dark- 
est periods of our lives was at 
the same time one of the most 
blessed. 

For many long months I had 
the opportunity of living with 
the multiple handicaps of blind- 
ness, disuse of my legs and the 
new complication of diabetes. 
An unsuccessful operation on 
my feet kept me in the wheel 
chair. I had to undergo in- 
tense daily therapy to stop my 
legs from shrinking. 

wé had decided that if I be- 
came bedridden, I should go 
and spend my remaining days 
being cared for by an order of 
nursing monks, I left the writ- 
ing of my second novel, and 
started getting other books 
down in first drafts. These new 
books would give me a good 


backlog of work to polish ard |. 


publish later. Thereby, I hoped 
to give my wife and child fi- 
nancial security at least. 

Here a man is dragging bot- 
tom, and yet he learns much 
from such an experience, Mean- 
ingless values drop.,away. The 
world’s easy philosophies sound 
hollow to him. He must work 
on blind faith, do what he can. 
He cannot give up, for that is 
not interesting. He must learn 
a new kind of life, a new kind 
of patience, no longer for him- 
self, but out of love for those 
whose lives touch his. In all 
of this, my wife and family nev- 
er wavered, They never showed 
the slightest hint of sadness 
or discouragement. We stopped 
receiving guests or going out. 
We didn’t want the world to 
know. 

Help came from unexpected 
directions. The Carmelite Fa- 
thers offered to take me as a 
special student in philosophy 
and theology. Each week, Fa- 
ther Hubert, O.C.D., taped les- 
sons for me, and each day I 
worked two hours at my stud- 
jes, Father J. Stanley Murphy, 
founder of the Christian Cul- 
ture series, began sending me 
tape-recorded lectures by the 
world’s foremost thinkers — 


Maritain, Gilson, Sigrid Undset, | 


Vann, Foerster, etc. 

Every morning I was brought 
to work in my wheel chair. This

period of my life was filled 
with the light of learning, the 
wonder of discovering truths, 
the privilege of sharing thoughts 
with the world’s greatest minds. 
Specialized studies in  psy- 
chology and musicology also 
poured in on tapes from volun- 
teer readers. Virtually helpless 
physicially, I did more work 
than I had ever done. 

In the evenings, I would be 
returned home. There I would 
sit in my chair and trace elec- 
tronics circuits with my finger- 
tips, or practice wheeling my- 
self all over the house. We had 
good times, listening to music, 
playing games with my Brailled 
cards, tending the baby. 

I took up bread-baking, be- 
cause the kneading was good 
exercise for my ' arms. The 
house was nearly always filled 
with the sounds of music and 
the odors of fresh-baked bread. 

Gradually the tide turned for 
the better. With daily treat- 
ments I was at last able to stand 
on my legs again and hobble 
about for short distances. We 
got the diabetes under control. 

I turned back to my long 
overdue novel, “Nuni, ” and fin-

ished it, just before the birth 
of our second child, a son. This 
time, though crippled, I was 
able to walk about the hospital. 

In the spring of 1956 I 
awakened one morning feeling 
strange. It took me some time. 
to realize what this new and 
wonderful feeling was. For the 
first time in three years I was 


- out of pain. 


In April, I re-entered the 
world with the publication of 
“Nuni.” After years of silence 
and loneliness, I went to parties 
and met old friends. It: was a 
dazzling experience. I had for- 
gotten how the world was, how 
good it was to be with people, 
to shake their hands, to hear 
their voices. 


We decided to postpone an- 
other operation on my feet, and 
I spent the summer and fall 
working on a new novel, “Street 
of the Seven Angels’—a come- 
dy. In addition I wrote many 
articles and short stories. 


I had long since forgotten 
what it was like to see. My 
children were voices, bodies I 
could hold in my arms and souls 
developing in ways that were 
my greatest delight. I no longer 
‘imagined what people looked 
like. I had been 10 yéars blind, 
and now it was so natural to 
me that I rarely ever thought 
of it. 

On the days precéding Jan. 9 
of this year, I lost a good deal 
of blood and began having head 
pains. I promised my wife I 
would have the doctor take a 
look sometime soon, and went 
on to work. 

I worked well that morning, 


alone at my parents’ farm. 
About noon I started from the 
barn to the house to fix some 
lunch. There on the path, red- 
ness swirled up in front of my 
eyes. Then angles began to 
dance wildly and pain shot 
through my eyes and head. I 
stood dumbfounded. I was see- 
ing something. I didn’t know 
what. But I knew I had to have 
help.

| tne telephone and dialed our 


number. I heard by wife's 
voice. 
“I think . . .” I began, and 


then choked, unable to talk. 
“What is it? What's happen- 
ing?” she asked in alarm.

I couldn't talk anymore. Only 
mumblings came from my 
mouth until I managed to say: 
“Get the doctor.” 


Her voice was quiet, awe- 
stricken. “Yes... Go lie 
down, Oh, Lord—don't move.

I sat in the chair. The room 
was broken up. Triangles of 
color danced, pulsing and fad- 
ing. The house was unbearably 
silent. I felt something break 
loose in my chest and I was 
weeping like a baby, too shat- 
tered to understand anything 
or to have any ot other reaction.

In addition to June graduates, 
persons who have obtained their 
degrees in previdus years and 
now wish to go into teaching 
will also be eligible. 

Fifty-five teaching fellow- 
ships have been made available, 
and the schools will pay the 
students $2000 or about one- 
half the annual beginning sal- 
ary. Half of the students’ time 
will be given to the school, and 
the rest to academic study at 
the college. 

The first fellow to be ac- 
cepted was Donald J. McLaugh- 
lin of White Plains, N. Y., a 
graduate of Fordham university.
